The U.S. Bankruptcy Court for the
Western District of Washington now
offers creditors the option to file
claims, and claims related documents,
electronically over the Internet.  

This new service is part of an
Electronic Case Files (ECF) system
that bankruptcy courts across the
nation are implementing.

ECF uses standard computer
hardware, an Internet connection and
browser, and software to format a
document for electronic filing..

 To file a claim for either a Seattle
or Tacoma case you simply log on to
the court’s web site and enter your
court-issued login and password. 
(Your login and password will be
issued after you’ve completed a brief
on-line tutorial, and  submitted a
registration form.)  Your login and
password serve as your signature.

                 REQUIREMENTS

‚ Pentium PC running Windows
95/98/2000/XP or Macintosh

‚ An Internet Service Provider (56k
modem, DSL line or cable modem)

‚ Netscape Navigator (version 4.7 is
recommended), or Internet Explorer 
(Note: AOL’s version of Netscape is
not compatible)

‚ Word processing software

‚ Ability to convert documents to
Adobe's Portable Document Format
(PDF).  Adobe Acrobat Reader to
view documents on-line.

‚ Optionally, a scanner if documents
are not in a word processing format
